Artithe outset, let as say that 
to present an even partially com- 
plete portrait of Alexandre Dumas 
in this short space would be im- 
possible. If his wanderings through 
France, Germany, Spain, Russia, 
and Africa were meticulously fol- 
' lowed, if his quarrels, affairs and 
the slanders that sprung up about 
him were recounted, it would be 
fit subject for a giant among bi- 
ographies. He was. so full of the 
zest of life, so great a giant 
among giants, so completely syn- 
onomous with that type of living 
which we have come to associate 
with France, that Victor Hugo 
once said that Dumas typified the 
French spirit. 

Dumas’ literary career covered 
a period of forty years. In’ this 
“time he was'‘credited with the: 

~ production. of sixty-seven plays, 
ninety-two novels, and thirty-two 
historical works—a total of three 
hundred volumes. Writing was-a 
veritable industry for him. Not 
only was he accused of plagiarism 
(he had, like Shakespeare before 
him, used dul! outlines of many. 
ittle known tales) but, his col- 
laboration with other writers be- 
came known as, “The Novel Fac- 
tory; The House of Dumas & 
€o." The "& Co.” was primarily 
an_obscuve sprofessor named 
Maquet. But Maquet was only 
‘ene of many. They supplied the 
1d from which he wrote the 
tremendously successful _ novels 
that-we Know today: They’ gave 
him brass and shining gold was 
fashioned from it, 

He lived as full a life as one 
could wish, He was a’ soldier, a 
politicishy a ~ revolutionist. (not 

{ that he believed in it too greatly) 
a lover, a boulevardier and above 
all, a human being with a pas- 
fionate desire to participate in 
everything that was going on 
abour him, 
In the revolution of 1830, he 
} had no more reason for. proclaim. 
ang himself a Republican than’ the 
face that his facter had been one 
before him. As @ matcer of fac, 
he was atarting out on his honey- 
moon when it broke out. He tele,

however, that a honeymoon was 
@ prosaic event at best, and that 
it could wait, but! revolution 
withont him would be artistically 
incomplete. 

No better incident can best de~ 
scribe his flair for doing things 
in the inimitable Dumas manner 
than @ speech he made’ while a 
candidate for Parliament. The crux 
of his argument was that because 
of. his tremendous. success, “in 
Paris alone, six hundred: ninety 
people Were kept in constant em- 
ployment, my dramas gave three 
hundred forty-seven people “em- 
ployment for ten years. Multiply 
this by three for the provinces 
and you will find that oné thou- 
sand forty-one people have’ been 
éonstantly at work through me, 
Add to these the women -who. 
show playgoers to their seats, the 
leaders of the claques and the 
cabmen—a total of one thousand 
four hundred fifty-eight...’ 

Tt was magnificent, and Dumas 
did ndt see any humor in the situ- 
ation: But his opponent did and 
went him one better. He mimicked 
him publicly by stating, “No 
traveler comes to Paris without 
making a note that he must not 
forget to stare at me at the hour 
at which I am to be seen looking 
out of my window at the coconut 
venders”, He mocked Dumas un- 
mercifully, He told how. each 

_traveler spent six sous on the bus 

and Kept busmen at work. “Three 
thousand women haye asked for 
my picture and that kept hun- 
dreds of portraitists, working!” 
Tts keen buffoonery ruined Du- 
mas’ chances. 

Dumas moved:in the best cir- 
cles. It was the friendship of 
Prince Jerome Bonapart that led 
to the writing of “The Count of 
Monte Cristo”. Prince Jerome had 
asked Dumas to take charge of 
his son, the young Napoleon. 
Dumas was doubtful, What could, 
he do with the Prince?

the mournful silence broken by 
the bleatings of wild goats, His 
fertile imagination was working 
overtime. “There might be a hid- 
den cave—a cave filled with jewels 
Was there a ruined monastery? 
A mysterious Monk running his 
fingers through heaps of jewels 
and gold? What an excelfent 
nate it would make for a novel.’ 

‘There is no doubt that Dumas 
saw himself this.time as Monte 
Cristo just as he had seen himself 
having some of the qualities of 
éach of the Musketeers. Monte 
Cristo’s fine clothes, his love of 
travel, his romantic mysterious: 
ness, his liberality, “I carry a 
inillion with me, a. trifle” and 
Monte Cristo’s supreme egotism, 
were reflections of Dumas’ many 
facets, 

This, lusty, exotic man lived 
as few had before him. His cha- 
teau, Monte Cristo, fed four and 
five hundred people at a time, 
But it eilvended’on December 5, 
1870. The sword of D'Artagnan 
was broken at last, Dumas passed 
away.
